They said the Russians would 
be given a brief time to answer a 
Western note.

Just when the armored cars 
would be banned from passing 
through Checkpoint Charlie at the 
Friedrichstrasse crossing point on 
the East-West Berlin border was 
not disclosed. 


The armored cars, escorted by 
a Russian sedan, were held up 
only a minute today at the Amer­ 
ican checkpoint and then allowed 
to proceed.

TEHRAN (UPI) - Never have 
I seen so much destruction and 
death and human misery as exist 
today in the earthquake-splintered 
villages of Iran. 


For some six hours I joined 


Premier Assadollah Alam in an 
inspection of the stricken area 
near and around the ancient city 
of Ghazvin (also spelled Kazvin 
or Qazvin) 80 miles west of Teh­ 
ran. 


In 
dozens of small 
villages 
through which we passed there 
was scarcely a building intact. 
Most of the village buildings were 
built of mud bricks and they col­ 
lapsed in the earth shocks, b a y ­ 
ing men, women and children as 
they slept. 


In some of the villages not a 
building was standing. Survivors, 
many of them dirty and with 


their clothes in tatters after either 
being 
temporarily 
buried, 
or 
scrambling to reach loved ones 
under the mud heaps, wept and 
wailed as we approached. 
Mixed with the weeping and 
cries of sorrow were the moans 
of injured and dying. 
Some 
survivors 
simply wan­ 
dered glassy-eyed through ruins, 
apparently too shocked to under­ 
stand the immensity of what had 
happened. 


In Booen, a village southeast of 
Ghazvin, the devastation seemed 
complete. I could not see a sin­ 
gle hut standing. 


At one collapsed hut a group 
of villagers clustered around an 
old, white-bearded man squatting 
on a mound of dirt that once had 
been his home. 
His face was a mask of shock, 
and he said nothing. 
“ He has lost everything,” on* 
of the villages aid. “His wile, 
his children, his home. He has 
nothing left. We weep for him.” 
Elsewhere in the village sol­ 
diers and civilians were digging 
frantically at other heaps that 
once were homes.

A Prestige Comeback 


JPL scientists said the slightest 
failure in the critical midcourse 
maneuver could doom the space 
probe to pass Venus at too great 
a distance to peer with an “elec­ 
tronic eye” at ageless secrets hid­ 
den beneath its strange wreath of 
perpetual clouds. 
But 
a 
successful 
maneuver, 
which scientists confidently ex­ 
pected, could score a major pres­ 


tige comeback for the United 
States over the Soviets who re­ 
cently startled the world by ma­ 
neuvering two manned spaceships 
to a near rendezvous in orbit. 
\ 
Russia has tried 
and failed 
twice, once only 9 days ago, to 
send a spacecraft to Venus. 


The first attempt was in early 
1961, but the Soviets lost contact 
with their vehicle shortly after 
launch and it came only within 
62,000 miles of Venus, the Earth s 
closest planetary neighbor. 


The second attempt was made 
Aug. 25 — 48 hours before the 
United 
S t a t e s 
successfully 
launched Mariner-2 on a 180-mil­ 
lion mile journey to Venus from 
Cape Canaveral, Fla. But this So­ 
viet Venus shot broke apart in 
flight and fragments of the space 
vehicle scattered into orbit around 
the Earth. 
The launching of die U.S. and 
Russian Venus-bound spacecraft 
within only hours of each other 
signified perhaps the most dra­ 
matic competition yet between the 


two powers in their race into 
space. 
Prime objective of Mariner-2 is 
to determine whether any kind of 
life exists on the mystery planet 
which has haunted the imagina­ 
tion of mankind for centuries. 
This could be learned through the 
spacecraft’s exploration of the Ve­ 
netian surface environment and 
atmosphere by its highly sensitive 
devices. 
The $18.5 million space venture 
also is aimed at studying the con­ 
stant layer of clouds that obscura 
the planet.

Labor Seeks 


35-Hr. Week 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Top 
AFL-CIO leaders observed Labor 
Day today by calling for new ef­ 
forts to obtain a 35-hour work 
week to combat increased unem­ 
ployment. 


AFL-CIO 
President 
George 
Meany said that continued unem­ 
ployment pointed to another re­ 
cession in the months ahead. He 
said the jobless situation was 
much more grave than many peo­ 
ple realized. 


Meany, in a television inter­ 
view, noted that unemployment 
had been running at a rate of 5 
per cent of the labor force for 
57 consecutive months. He said 
the economy was sliding back­ 
wards. 


He appeared on Issues and /An­ 
swers— ABC. 


'Hie union leader said that un­ 
til the administration or other 
economists could come up with 
an answer, labor was insisting 
“very simply that we must go to 
a shorter work week.” 
Meany said that the same ar 
guments were being used against 
a 35-hour work week that were 
employed many years ago when 
the work week was cut by law 
to 60 hours, then 50 and then 40. 
He said he knew it would “take 
some time” to get Congress to 
vote a 35-hour work week. But he 
said that “ sooner or later the pea 
pie who are really interested in 
solv ing this tremendous problem” 
would come around to the AFL* 
CIO’s thinking. 
In a separate Labor Day state­ 
ment, the AFL-CIO’s industrial 
union department also called for 
a new drive to get a shorter work 
week.

The Soviet Union was openly 
committed today to building up 
the war machine of Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s Cuba just 90 miles from the 
coast of the United States. 


A joint Soviet-Cuban communi­ 
que issued in Moscow Sunday 
said Russia would provide Cuba 
with “arm s deliveries” to help 
meet “threats of aggressive im­ 
perialist elements.” 


The Soviets also agreed to help 
build an iron and steel plant and 
expand three others in an effort 
to triple present production of 
110,000 tons annually. 


Washington officials viewed the 
announcement as a logical step in 
the Soviet campaign to prop up 
Castro’s faltering regime and tie 
it more closely to the Communist 
world. 


Nothing New 


“The 
announcement 
doesn’t 
seem to represent anything new,” 
a State Department official said. 
‘We’ve been saying right along 
that the Soviet Union has been 
sending military equipment and 
technicians to Cuba.” 


Washington officials said mili­ 
tary supplies which were report 
ed being unloaded at Cuban docks 
during late July and early August 
now are being deployed through 
out the island. 


They estimated that from 3,000 
to 5,000 Russian technicians al­ 
ready have arrived in Cuba and 
Sunday’s communique said Mos­ 
cow would send more. 


Maj. Haul Castro, brother of 
Fidel and Minister of the armed 
forces, announced that 
8 hours 
of artillery practice would be held 
along Cuba’s northern coast fac 
ing Florida beginning Tuesday. 


In recent days the Cubans have 
issued almost daily charges that 
planes from the U.S. naval base 
at Guantanamo are “violating” 
Cuban air space and territorial 
waters. 


As long ago as July. 1960, So­ 
viet Premier Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev implied Russia would use 
rockets if necessary to defend 
Cuba against any armed invasion. 


He later softened this, saying it 
was symbolic of Soviet support, 
but Russian propaganda outlets 
have missed no chance to play 
up Cuban-U.S. tensions.
